Built between 
1811 and 1816, it was originally part of Governor Macquarie’s Rum Hospital - so called because the contractors 
received a licence to import rum into the colony in return for building it. 


After the discovery of Gold in N.S.W. in 1851, the south wing of the Hospital became the First branch of the Royal 
Mint outside Britain. Sovereigns and half- sovereigns were minted in the stone coining room, built behind the rear 
courtyard. 


In 1927 the Sydney Mint was closed. The building became the home of various government offices and later 
housed both law courts and the Parliamentary library. After restoration by the N.S.W. Department of Public Works, 
the Mint reopened in 1928 as a museum of Australia decorative arts, stamps, coins, and medals. 


The next destination on the agenda was the Australian Museum which is situated opposite the famous Hyde Park. It 
houses Australia’s largest natural history collection. There is always something different happening at the Museum. 
Video’s, talks, entertainment and special events helps the visitor become more informed with the displays.

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Image and Likeness (Part 2)

Fasting has often been misunderstood. Many people have reduced it to a mere question of 
food. Such a physical understanding ultimately makes fasting a disciplinary rule and thus loses 
all meaning. The primary aim of fasting should be to make us fully aware of our complete 
de ence upon God. Practised correctly, fasting should lead to a feeling of real hunger and 
ev iysical exhaustion. This state is seen as a pre-supposition to spiritual contrition and 
brokenness leading to prayer. The denial of food to our bodies breaks down our feelings of self- 
sufficiency and over-confidence. The physical hunger allows us to realize the extent of our 
spiritual hunger and the need to feed upon the Word of God and prayer. And yet abstinence also 
has physical benefits for our bodies - it results in clearer thinking, less sleep and more efficient 
labour, thus allowing the Christian greater freedom in his spiritual ascesis. But fasting is more 
than a matter of diet. Saint John Chysostom says that, " The fast should be kept not by the 
mouth alone but also by the eye, the ear, the feet, the hand...". St Basil considers it useless to 
fast from food and yet to indulge in criticism and slander. 


The inner meaning of fasting can be summarised by "prayer, fasting and almsgiving". Without 
prayer, fasting loses all spiritual value and may even become dangerous. The experience of the 
Church has shown us that fasting is not an end in itself but is only an aid to a more real and 
fervent prayer - a preparation for a direct encounter with God. Prayer and fasting need also to 
be linked with works of charity for they are the tangible signs of God’s love in us and our 
obedience to the commandments of Christ. This should not necessarily involve money but 
rather our time - we need to give part of ourselves. 


The attitude of the Christian when fasting is very important. Firstly, it should not be driven by 
pride but .by nuinility aid obedicnce to. the Tradition which sets'the rules for fasting ana to the 
Spiritual ‘father who assists the‘ Christian in applying these general rules to his personal 
situs x 


The fast should be entered into with joy and not out of compulsion or mere sense of duty. 
During Great Lent, in particular, even while the Christian goes through many long services 
whose chanting is subdued and the whole Church appears dark and austere, it is necessary to 
remember that the fast is not a burden but a gift of God’s grace. 


Fasting 1s not a rejection of God’s creation. The Scriptures tell us that nothing is unclean of 
itself (ROM.14:14). But because we are not pure and bear the consequences of sin - we, 
therefore, have a need to fast. Fasting cleanses our will and purifies our attitude to creation. We 
do not act against the body but for it. As Father Sergei Bulgakov says "We kill the flesh in 
order to acquire a body".

Welcome to the third installment of "The GOSPYAN Guide to Computers". ‘This month, I 
will be answering a few commonly asked questions about computers. ds 


WHAT IS RAM AND ROM? 


Every computer needs to have space within itself to process information. This space is called 
Memory. Much like a person needs a piece of paper to do manual calculations or to write a 
letter. There are two types of memory within a computer. RAM (Random Access Memory) 
and ROM (Read Only Memory). RAM is used to holds computer programs once they are 
loaded from disk. RAM is used to hold data for processing. Information written into RAM 
will stay there until it is re-written to or the computer is turned off. ROM is very simi to 
RAM except that it cannot be written to. It is permanently programmed from the fac.uty. 
Being permanent, it is also not erased when power is switched off on the computer. ROM is 
used to store important system programs within the computer. These programs must be 
available to the computer the moment power is applied. Normally these system programs will 
then load in more system programs from the computer’s disk drives. This is what is termed 
as "booting" the system (some will say that "booting" means to kick the computer when it 
doesn’t do what they want it to do!!). 


WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN A HARD DISK AND A FLOPPY DISK? 


A floppy disk is the removable square "disk" that you insert into the floppy disk drive. 
Although it is square in shape, this is only a sleeve to hold and protect the round flexible 
plastic disk inside. Some people confuse the newer 3.5" disks as hard disk because they 
come in a square hard plastic caseing. These are still called floppy disks because the disk 
itself inside the hard plastic casing is still round and flexible. A hard disk is usually hidden 
from the user, installed inside the computer case itself. It is a sealed device which contains 1 
or more solid disks (not flexible) inside it. These disks are always spinning which is why one 
should not physically bump or jolt a computer with a hard disk installed. Hard disks operate 
faster and store more information than a floppy disk. Most software requires it to be installed 
onto Hard Disk for it to run efficiently. One can place many programs on the Hard Disk and 
load them up quickly and easily without the messing around looking for floppy disks to 
insert into disk drives. Most IBM type computers nowadays come standard with atlea ‘ie 
floppy drive and a hard disk drive. | 


WHAT IS MEANT BY XT/AT/286 AND 386? 


Ten years ago when the IBM PC computer was first introduced, it had a microprocessor (the 
actual "brain" of the computer) called an 8088. Later on, IBM upgraded there system with a 
faster and more powerful microprocessor, the 80286. These two systems were known as the 
XT’s and the AT’s (Advanced Technology) systems. More recently, a further advance has 
taken place. Once again faster and more powerful is the 386 systems which carry the 80386 
microprocessor. And to really through a spanner in the works, we now have yet another 
upgrade with 486 systems using (I’ll give you one guess!) the 80486 microprocessor. With 
the improvement of microprocessors comes the ability to use more memory, faster 
peripherals (add on devices), and more advanced programs.

Number the coins from 1 to 12. Weigh 1,2,3 and 4 against 5,6,7 and 8. 

If they balance, weigh 1 and 9 against 10 and 11 (we now know that 1 is a genuine 
coin). If they balance, 12 must be the counterfeit and by weighing it against a coin known to 
be genuine we can determine whether it is heavy or let If 1 aaa 9 do not balance against 10 
and at, then for the third weighing weigh 10 against 11, the result of the third weighing will 
tell whether 9 is light, 10 is heavy or 11 is heavy. 

__ If, on the first weighing, 1,2,3 and 4 are heavier than 5,6,7 and 8, this means either that 
or °1,2,3,4 is heavy or one or 5,6,7,8 is light. Weight 1,2 and 5 against 3,6 and 9. If they 
balauce weight 7 against 8-this will determine whether 4 is heavy or 7 is light or 8 ts light. If 
1,2 and 5 are heavier than 3,6 and 9, weigh1 against 2. This will determine whether 6 is light 
or 1 is heavy or 2 is heavy. If 1,2 and 5 are ae than 3,6 and 9, weigh 1 against 5-this will 
determine whether 3 is heavy or 5 is light. 

If, on the first weighing, 1,2,3 and 4 are lighter than 5,6,7 and 8, carry out the same 
weighings as in the previous paragraph. This time the results will show (a) whether 4 is light 
or 7 is heavy or 8 is heavy, or (b) whether 6 is heavy or 1 ts light or 2 is light, or (c) whether 
3 is light or 5 is heavy.
